TO BUILD BRIDGE 
OVER SAN GABRIEL 


Word was received here yesterday 
from State Highway Commissioner 
Darlington by Hervey J. Nichols, 
chairman of the highways and roads 
committee of the chamber of com- 
merce, that the bids for the new con- 
crete bridge over the San Gabriel 
River on the foothill Boulevard be- 
tween Azurs and Duarte would be 
opened on August 14. 

This news caused great pleasure to 
the members of that committee of 
the chamber of commerce as well 
as to many others, since this is a 
much needed improvement for which 
Upland and her citizens have long 
been wishing. It is thought that 
the actual work on the bridge can 
be started within a few weeks after 
the contract is let. 

The new brid is to be arected 
at a point approximately 1000 feet 
south of where the present bridge 
is placed. This change will not only 
eliminate two dangerous curves on 
that popular highway, ‘but will also 
make it possible to cross this ec. 
centric stream with a bridge which 
is much shorter than the one which 
has been doing service most of the 
time for the past several years. It 
will be shorter than the present 
bridge, including the approaches, but 
longer than any single span in the 
present structure. 

The road just west of Azusa will 
be straightened er will at least ap- 
proach the new bridge by a gradual 
evrve rather than by two sharp 
curves as at present. On the west 
side of the river it will bear off 
toward the bridge from a point ap- 
proximately a mile west of the 
stream.

At Sunday’s meeting some very 
important committees were formed. 
Among these is the committee on 
policing which will arrange for a 
person to act as guard or policeman 
over the homes of all members of 
the association during the entire 
year.

Only two specific instances of al- 
leged fraud were listed in the com- 
plaints, but it has been announced 
that the grand jury will thoroughly 
probe the $40,000 worth of materials 
that Ontario officials claim the city 
never received, although the money 
was spent for them. The first charge 
is that Alford and Huling conspired 
to defraud the city of $2800 worth 
of pipe, purchased.from Mrs, EB. S. 
O'Neal of Lankershim, Huling’s 
mother-in-law. The city of Ontario 
paid for the pipe ‘but never received 
it, it is alleged, and Alford and 
Huling are said to have received the 
money. 

The second charge is that Alford 
“padded” the payroll of the city in 
the name of R. M. Montfort, a labor- 
er, for the sum of $96. It is said 
that such a man never worked for 
the city, and that the former city 
manager cashed the warrant in Los 
Angeles. 

City officials questioned Alford for 
four hours Friday night, particularly 
on the transactions of the cit# of 
Ontario with the California Metal 
Products Company (not the corpora- 
tion of a similar name), and the Com- 
mercial Supply Company, whose ad- 
dresses “Were 621 Sqyth Grand Ave- 
nue, the place of business of a sta- 
{tonery company of which Huling is 
president and Alford, vice-president, 
Huling acknowledged, under cross- 
examination, that he was photh

EUROPEAN AGRICULTURE 
GRICULTURE in Western Europe is 
A being rapidly re-established on a normal 
basis,’’ reports Nat C. Murray, crop 
statistician of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, who has just re- 
turned from an investigation of European crop 
conditions. 

‘‘Warm lands in Germany are well tilled and 
the farm houses are well kept. In the 
cevastated parts of Northern France the land 
has been brought back to a normal state of 
cultivation. 

The American farmer visiting Western 
Europe is impressed by the small size but 
high state of cultivation of fields, the large 


proportion of hand Jabor as contrasted with — 


machine labor on American farms, the large 
use of women as laborers in the fields, and 
the use of oxen instead of horses as work 
animals. Two-wheeled carts instead of four- 
wheeled wagons are universally used and 
few automobiles are seen in farming districts. 
In England, Mr. Murray was struck by the 
remarkably high prices brought at an auction 
sale for 100 pure bred Fresian cattle from 
South Africa. The average price for the lot 
was $5,000 a head. One cow brought about 
$20,000 and one bull calf dropped the day 
preceding the sale brought over $700. ; 
Asked about political conditions in Ger- 
many, Mr. Murray stated that ‘‘the people in 
German cities appeared to be busier and more 
contented than those in other countries.’’

Comparative Party Records In 
Matter of Economy 
ANY answers may be made to the chat- 
terers who ask what the Harding ad- 
ministration has done. Many of the 
achievements of the administration have 
been chronicled from time to time in the 
columns of the Times. 

But if you need a quick, concrete example, 
merely mention the fact that the national 
debt was reduced $1,000,000,000 during the 
fiseal year ending June 30. 

In a single year, it will be seen, the Re- 
publican administration has reduced the 
national debt by the amunt of the entire debt 
on March 4, 1913, when President Wilson 
went in. * * * 

But the record shows that, notwithstanding 
the pledge of 1912, the public expenditures 
gradually mounted, long before there was a 
sign of the World War. The record will also 
show that a so-called ‘‘war tax’’ was asked 
by President Wilson and Secretary of. the 
Treasury MeAdoo because expenditures had 
been exceeding receipts, with the balance of 
trade turning against us, before there was 
any war. As a commerce builder and as a 
revenue producer also the Underwood act 
was a failure. 

It is a matter of record that not a single 
cabinet officer, with the exception of Secre- 
tary of State William J. Bryan, lowered the 
estimate of expenditures a single cent in 1913, 
and. that the Democratic Congress would not 
let Mr. Bryan have his way, but added a boost 
to his estimate. ; 

Not a solitary step was taken to reduce ex- 
penditures anywhere, in spite of the platform 
pledge of economy and the ‘‘reduction in num- 
ber of useless offices,’? apparently seemed 
necessary, even in the minds of the platform 
writers. 

The Republicans are redeeming their pledge 
of economy, not in a petty way, but on a 
wholesale scale. They are also reducing the 
national debt and stopping the piling up of 
interest—St. Louis Times . 
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EARLY MARRIAGES BEST 


ARLY marriage has been often held 
up as one cause of divorce. Now a 

Chicago judge, who has heard 6,500 

divorce cases in two years, urges early 
marriage as the best way for young people 
to avoid the causes which lead to separations 
and wrecked homes, 

This is only one essential, however. He 
further stipulates that the young man must 
have a job, and it must be the right girl. 
In the girl’s interest we assume that the 
right young man is also implied. Such a 
union does not go wrong. Yet, it is imperative 
that there be no mistake in judgment, as 
to both being right. When married, they 
should start fighting for a home, he stipulates. 
He would have them do their fighting for 
that object and not to get the better of each 
other. Certainly that would help in making 
it a happy marriage. 

‘*Too many ecouples,’’ he says, ‘‘insist on 
having bank accounts, furnished homes and 
automobiles all ready before they marry, and 
in waiting for these things they grow selfish. 
They want things their own way. When 
things go wrong they rush into the divorce 
court. They won’t give in and the future 
of their children does not concern them.’ 

And the worst of it lies in that so many 
appear to regard a marriage failure as a 
rather spicy episode, as something scarcely to 
be regretted, since it ean be soon mended by 
another marriage.

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PITTING MACHINE 
FR APICTS NOW

There is now no doubt but what} 
the big problem of the apricot in-! 
dustry has been solved. Any grow- 
er or canner will tell you without 
hesitation that the greatest problem { 
of the industry is getting the fruit | 
cut and the attendant difficulty of 
;Orgenizing and maintaining a_pit- 
ting crew. The magnitude of this 
problem is’ easily visualized when 
one considers that on the average 
for every 100 acres of apricots in 
full bearing, 150 or more people are 
required to handle the crop. This 
necessitates a great temporary or- 
ganization of workers and the dif- 
ficulty of securing this organization 
is increased by the fact that the 
laborers know that they will only 
have work for a_ period of four 
weeks at the utmost. Then again 
the grower knows that he faces toss 
of his crop if discontentment breaks 
out among his employees and they 
leave him in the lurch, as is often 
the case. . Much of this uncertainty 
could be done away with if the fruit 
could be handled mechanically. This 
possibility has now become a real. 
ity.

apricots in the Simi valley, which ts 
situated in the east end of Ventura 
county, and is one of the best aprt- 
cot districts in California, 1s tne 1n- 
ventor to offer the solution, which 
is in the form of a remarkably in- 
genous pitting machine that prom- 
ises to completely revolutionize the 
industry in the immediate future. 
Growers who have seen the model 
in operation have been unanimous 
in voicing their~enthusiasm and the 
device has made an impression 6n 
the many practical apricot men that 
have examined it that vouches for 
its practicability. 

The machines are to be manufac. 
tured at Oxnard by the Dunn Manu- 
facturing Company of that city. Ox- 


where near able to fill the demand 
for the coming season as he already 
has orders for more than can be 
delivered. Work is being rushed at 
the production headquarters and the 
manufacturers will have a number 
of machines ready for the growers 
this season. 

Performance is more poignant to 
the grower than mechanical detail 
and hence the possibilities of the 
machine will first be outlined. It 
has an approximate capacity of ten 
fifty-pound boxes of fruit per unit an 
hour and dispenses with about three- 
fourths of the hand labor ordinarily 
required in doing the work. The out- 
put is superior to that of hand- 
pitted fruit, being more uniform and 
consequently of better appearance. 
A minimum of attention is necessary 
in operation and only about one-half 
horsepower is required per unit. 
With these achievements in mind a 
description of the invention will be 
of increased interest. 

Loosely speaking, the machine may 
be said to consist of a feeding ar- 
rangement and a cutting device, || 
though in making this distinction it 








is to be understood that both divi- 
sions are comprised of many dis- 
tinctive features, 

The fruit is first dumped on the 
hopper, which is a long smooth tray, 
placed on an incline and narrowed 
down to a point at the low end. In 


the angle thus formed there is a 
shallow pocket into which the apri- 
cots find their way a few at a tme, 
This pocket has slots in it through 
which fingered elevator cups are ar- 
‘ranged to pass and remove the fruit. 
The hopper has a capacity of fifty 
pounds. Any tendency of the fruit 
to pile up is overcome by an agit- 
ator which keeps the apricots evenly 
distributed over its surface. The 
elevator which removes the fruit 
from the hopper feeds it into a 
special trough. The action of the

atus. A single large hooked knife 
serves the purpose of a cutter and 
also disengages the pit from the 
fruit. This knife is placed in be- 
tween two stationary spur gears 
around which revolve a series of 
ruit-holders, six in number. These 
fruit-holders are connected with the 
spur gears so that as the series re- 
volves on its axis, each member ts 
also turning. As the fruit approach- | 
es the cutter from the feeder, it ts 
lifted from the latter by the fruit-| 
holders, which close firmly «bout it | 
from each side. By the action of a| 
special device the position of the 
fruit is automatically centralized in) 
relation to the knife. It is then, 
turned against the knife, which first | 
cuts it all the way around and then} 
disengages the pit by means of the 
serrated edge near the end of the 
blade. The pits, which are forced | 
to slip out, fall in a special receiver | 
that is provided for them while the | 
halves of the fruit are carried on 
around to another receptacle before 
being released. 

The result is cleanly cut fruit 


from which the pit is removed with- 
out tearing. It is superior to hand- 
work since every apricot is eut 
cleanly all the way around and the 
pit is not torn nor gourged out so 
as to mutilate the fruit. The fruit- 
holders automatically shape them 
selves so as to fit the fruit and will 
not mash or squeeze a soft apricot 
out of shape as the human hand has 
an almost unavoidable tendency to 
do once it becomes covered with the 
juice of the ripe fruit. 

Cleanliness is another desirable 


feature. All parts which would 
otherwise become gummed up by the 
juices of the fruit are supplied with 
a continuous bath by an ingeneous 
arrangement.

THE OMALL GROVE 


By T. R. WOODBRIDGE 


The following address was delivered by 
T. R. Woodbridge of Upland before the 
Citrus Institute at Pomona, July 14: 

In asking me to take part in this meet- 
ing our Farm Advisor, Mr. Hodgson, told 
me that many owners of small groves had 
said to him that although they knew 
it paid the owners of 500 and 600-acre 
citrus groves to smudge, and that large 
co-operative organizations of small growers 
might make it pay, that the ownér of a 
small grove far from the general smudg- 
ing belt could not make frost protection 
pay. 

In accepting Mr. Hodgson’s assignment 
I have been influenced by several matters. 
natural reluctance we all 
have to advertise purely personal systems 
and costs, and I also felt. that Mr. 
Hodgson could have selected someone who 
would” have given much: more valuable 
information. Then I have the utmost 
disgust for everything connected with frost 
protection. As the old Dutchman said, 
“Enough is too much.” I hate getting 
out of bed in those early cold hours; 
I hate crawling into those smoke-begrimed 
clothes, talking over the phpne all night 
to get the drift of the cold air, the 
smoke, the looks of the bath tub the 
next day, the way the wife feels at 
housecleaning time; but—I hate worse 
than all this to lose a year or a 
two years’ crop. So what is one to do? 
We had a small lesson in 1912, and the 
whole State had a severe demonstration 
in 1913, 

As a matter of fact, to the owner 
of the small grove a freeze hard enough 
to destroy fruit is a greater tragedy than 
to the corporation owning several hun- 
dredsof acres of citrus fruit. Varying 
conditions of frost susceptibility may save 
part of his crop which, with the usual 
increase in price, will carry him through 
financially. The small owner who loses 
his entire crop may: have no other re- 
sources and may even lose his property. 
We often hear of the days when smudging 
was unknown and yet oranges were sold 
at good prices. We know those days are 
gone, and that shipping conditions in 
California and selling conditions in other 
States are becoming so strict that frozen 
fruit has no market now. So that the 
time will come, and it may be here now, 
when the careful investor will consider 
an unprotected grove a liability instead 
of an asset, and when no grower can 
obtain a loan on a crop not protected 
from frost, and when no community de- 
pending on citrus culture for a large part 
of its general prosperity will be con- 
sidered on a sound basis unless there is 
general frost protection, And yesterday on 
the Foothill Boulevard I saw a -sign, 
“Guaranteed San Diego Oranges.” Evident- 
ly there have been some frozen Valencias 





up here, ; 
Then there was the meeting at Covina, 


replete with valuable information and 
enlivened with considerable humor. But 
it seemed to many that nothing was 
definitely offered that was any better than 
the old-fashioned system of burning oil, 
And yet enough was said to make the 
grower think seriously of unproven 
systems calling for a capital investment 
of $2500 to $5000 for a 10-acre grove. 
Something entirely beyond the means of 
the general grower, and in the opinion of 
many, entirely unnecessary. 

Considering these matters I accepted the 
assignment and in as short a talk as 
possible will give you in detail my per- 
sonal experience in smudging a small 
grove this past winter. 

Gives Experience 

This grove is situated at the northwest 
corner of San Antonio Avenue and 
Twenty-third street, in Upland, California. 
It consists of five acres of Eureka lemons 
and five acres of navel oranges, budded 
on lemons, the trees being about 16 years 
old, The trees are planted far apart, leav- 
ing open spaces which add to the cif- 
ficulty of keeping the temperature up by 
smudging. This grove faces the desert on 
the west with nothing to protect it from 
the cold drift of air from the mouth

of San Antonio Canyon about one and 
one-half miles to the northwest. City 
streets border it on the west and south 
and orange groves on the east and north. 
The slope of the ground is from northwest 
to southeast, with a 25-foot drop in eleva- 
tion, and the air drift is in this direction. 


No frost protection is used on any grove- 


nearer than’ three-eights of a mile tu the 
southeast. The grove therefore receives no 
smoke smudge from other groves and is 
a perfect case of isolated frost protection. 
The equipment was bought in 1912 and 
1913 and represents an investment of 
about $1,100. It consists of one 6000-gallon 
galvanized oil tank, one tank wagon, oil 
buckets and lighting torches, 100 seven- 
gallon Dunn umbrella top heaters, and 
1200 three gallon California double stack 
smudge pots... The seven-gallon pots are 
set one to the Jemon trees as far as 
they will go. The small pots are so 
distributed as to give each lemon tree 
two pots, and each orange tree one pot. 
The west side of the west row, 29 trees, 
of oranges is not protected, as we found 
that the storm water carried away or up- 
set the pots. I will refer to this Jater. 
During the months of January, February 
and March of 1922 part or all of these 
pots were fired on a total of nine nights, 
consuming 10,100 gallons of smudge oil. 
During these nights the minimum tem- 
peratures outside and adjoining this grove 
were 22 to 28 degrees F. On two very 
cold nights the temperatures inside the 
grove for about one hour dropped to 26 
and 27 degrees. On all other smudge 
nights the inside temperatures were 28 
to 31 degrees. 

On March 11, a snow storm left neat 
little piles of snow on the top of every 
exposed fruit. We tried without success 
to melt this during the night. Due to 
this some lemons were frost-bitten, but 
no oranges were injured. No limbs or 
foliage on either orange or lemon trees 
show any injury from the winter’s frosts. 
A lemon grove one-quarter of a mile south 
of my grove shipped no lemons since the 
frosts of this year, lost practically all 
its foliage, many large limbs and a few 
trees. During the freeze of 1913 a heed- 
less employe Iet the pots on my grove 
go out during one of the coldest nights. 
My lemon trees and ‘the trees on the 
grove above referred to were in the same 
frozen condition that year, and it is 
reasonable to suppose they would have 
been the same this year had they both 
been- unsmudged. 

Oranges Cull Seven Per Cent 

Omitting the west row the oranges were 
shipped in the Sunkist pool and culled 
seven per cent. The normal culling has 
been four per cent, and this extra three 
per cent was due entirely to wind scars 
received during the fall of 1921. No 
frozen oranges were found in these culls. 
The west row of oranges, protected on 
one side only, culled 21 per cent, two- 
thirds of these culls coming from the 
west. side, and nearly all 
Final returns for lemons are not avail- 
able yet, but following the frosts there 


being frozen. 


have been normal picks totaling about 
2000 boxes. On lemons picked before the 
snow the culling was normal. On_ the 


“snow storm” fruit the culling will aver- 
age about 20 per cent of which un- 
doubtedly two-thirds was due to the snow 
condition above mentioned. 

The total cost of smudging this grove 
for nine nights, and including the pre- 
parations made during November, 1921, 
was $990,82, This does not include interest 
and depreciation as the equipment has 
been charged off during its 10 years’ use. 
It does include, however, $74.51 of over- 
head and superintendence. The average 
cost for eight years has been about $300 
per year. 

This year’s costs are divided as follows,

theless the pots were filled and kept in 
readiness and emptied in the spring. This 
cost is charged to each year’s fruit as 
insurance. However, if this cost for three 
years were to be charged to this smudge 
year it would add but $150 to the total. 

According to the time records 72 per 
cent of the total cost is chargeable to 
the lemons and 28 per cent to the oranges. 
But as the smoke from the lemon smudge

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protected the oranges on a few nights 
j it is fairer to make the division 65 per 
cent to the lemons and 35 per cent to 
the oranges. In money this amounts to 
$644.08 for the lemons and $346.79 for 
the oranges. 

From an efficiency point of view it has 
cost something less than #1,000 to assure 
the shipping of fruit worth at the pack- 
ing house nearly $9000. Without this 
smudging there might have been $2,500 
worth of oranges, no lemons, and the 
trees injured for two years. It apparently 
paid to smudge this grove, even though it 
was way off by itself. 

Pity Wasted On Worker 


We have not had any trouble in getting 


men for this work, especially the night 
work of firing. <A great deal of un- 
necessary pity has been wasted for the 


night worker. If the work is systematized 
the man who does the firing has a: few 
hours of strenuous work, and several 
hours of waiting around. It is not agree- 
able perhaps, and is a+ cold. job, but 
not as hard as the ordinary day work of 
the farm. During the 1@ years I have 
jhad a smudging equipment much has 
been learned concerning efficient methods, 
and most of the hysterics have been 
gliminated, and it may be of interest to 
know the details of our system, 

An alarm thermometer set at 32 degrees, 
is placed in a cold spot, and near it is 
a recording thermometer. Not a maximum 
and minimum, but one that records with 
an inkline.the variations in the tempera- 
ture, TI consider this a most valuable 
device, and almost the best guide for the 
man in charge of the firing. After he 
| is accustomed to the changes he can 
j often anticipate what is going to happen 
in the night and therefore save consider- 
able in labor and oil. Prohably save the 





cost of the instrument every doubtful 
night. I also have a humidity and dew 
point apparatus. 


When a cold night was anticipated we 
got in touch with Mr. Young of the 
Pomona U, S. Weather Bureau, and com- 
pered temperatures with various friends 


who were also on the outlook. If a 
frosty night seemed probable the super- 
intendent went to bed early and slept 
til the frost alarm went off. He then 


examined the recording thermometer sheet, 
and when it seemed advisable he tele- 
phoned for one man, and then sat around 
juntil the danger point was reached, when 
both of them lit as many pots 
as see.ned necessary to start with, mean- 
while telephoning to one or more men to 


jone or 


’ 








come out for firing. These men arrived 
about half an hour after the first “pots 
had been lit and usually remained on 
the job till the pots were put out. These 
extra men were needed ‘only for the 
small three-gallon pots which are slow 
in lighting and apt to go out until well 
heated. With a full equipment of the 
seven-gallon Dunn style pots, and on any 
normal windless, frosty night, two men 
could fire a 10-acre grove with ease, 
and one could care for_it thereafter. The 
average time for lighting the first 400 
pots has been about 30 minutes. 

Small Pot Is Nuisance 

You may be wondering why I use these 
small pots if they are so inconvenient. 
Purely a matter of expense. I have these 
pots and have not been able to wear 
them out in 10 years’ use. They have 
protected my grove heretofore, and it 
seems foolish to increase. the investment 
in equipment under the circumstances. 
The small pot is a nuisance, however. 
The lighter oil burns or evaporates first, 
leaving a heavy tar that will net burn 
in the small pot. This lessens the capacity 
and burning period of the pot and assures 
a difficult cleaning job at the end of 
the season. The tar can, however, be 
burned in the down-draft pot. Were I 
to get new cquipment I would select the 
down draft steel pot of seven to nine- 
gallon capacity, with the low, medium- 
louvred stack, and umbrella top. I do 
not believe in the tall stacks. The closer 
the heat is to the ground the better. 
With one.of these pots to each tree, and 
with means for filling at night. in an 
emergency, there need be little fear of the 
lowest temperature occurring in this 
locality. 

The pots are extinguished by 7:30 a. m., 
and before the last pots are out the men 
and team with the tank wagon are at 
work refilling and making everything 
ready for the next night. 

Our records are kept in a form sug- 
gested by one of my employes, who finds 
time during his waiting periods to make 
the entries.

From the data, data for filling this total 
cost is determined. 

The three-gallon pots will not last a 
whole night, so the second pot to the tree 
is lighted as the first goes out. I can 
remember in former years that no doubt- 
ful nights we had as many as six men 
waiting till we decided whether to fire. 
Sometimes they stayed all night with no 
firing done. Now they are called only 
as needed, with a better feeling on both 
sides of the question. 

In these reports it will appear that the 
oranges were not lit at all, or were lit 
several hours’ later than the lemons. 
Fortunately the lemon trees are on the 
north of the oranges and the heat and 
smudge from the lemon pots protected the 
oranges during the early part of the 
night. 

Incidentally I thoroughly believe that the 
smudge smoke has its part in protecting 
fruit and trees from frost. I know 
locations where there is no other solution 
for the shipping of good fruit. I know 
many grove owners who do not smudge 
but who get enough benefit from the 
neighbors’ smoke to,enable them to ship 
perhaps more fruit than the smudger 
himself, I have never heard one of 
these people offer to pay part of the 
smudging costs. Perhaps they are what 
(oe call them—“opportunists.” But as this 
:is not the subject assigned to me I will 
not dwell on it longer. 
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NEW SPECIAL DELIVERY STAMP 
STRICTLY UP-TO-DATE , 





The design on the special deliv- 
ery stamp has been brought up to 
date. To be in keeping with the 
progress of the service, the special 
delivery boy on the stamp, like 
his fellow workers, has a _ motor- 
cycle to replace his bicycle. 

The new issue went on sale at 
the Philatelic Stamp Agency of the 
department on July 12 for stamp 
collectofs' and at the Washington 
City postoffice for the public. The 
new stamps will be printed in’ blue 
ink of slightly lighter shade than 
used in the present stamp. It con- 
tains within a simple border, a pic- 
ture of the front of a colonial house 
illustrating the actual delivery of 
a special delivery letter.

TO MAKE JELLY 
THAT WILL “WELL” 


Jelly that won't “jell” will solidify 
into a beautiful] clear product with 
the use of an agent on which experi- 
ments are being made at the Cali- 
fornia Fruit Growers’ Exchange lab- 
oratory at Corona, according to an 
announcement made by Chief Chem- 
ist Wilson. 

Remember how mother used to 
stand ‘perspiring over the old coal 
range in the summer kitchen and try 
to make the pungently ordorous sap 
of fruit behave itself? Whether she 
cooked it long or little, whether she 
cut down on the sugar or put more 
in, the stuff stayed fruit punch in- 
stead of metamorphising into filling 
for nice rows of jelly glasses for the 
shelf down in a cool corner of the 
cellar. Yes, they called it a cellar 
then instead of a basement. 

Just to Show She Can 

Even yet, when the duties of 
bridge aren’t too pressing or when 
she can steal a day from shopping. 
mother gets some currants or goose- 
berries or roselles or green apples 
or something and determines to put 
up ’steen glasses of ‘ther own brand 
of jelly, partly because it’s “always 
better” and partly just to show she 
can. 

Then she finds she can’t. Whether 
she wrings the last drop from the 
jelly bag or whether she lets it 
trickle, whether she puts in.cup to 
cup of sugar or whether she returns 
to wartime days of “save the sugar,” 
it just won't “jell.” 

Makes It Self-Respecting 

But now, says Chief Chemist Wil- 
son, from the white pulp of the skins 
of oranges and lemons they are ex- 
tracting “pectin,” the substance that 
makes self-respecting jelly stand up- 
on its own merits and quiver right 
back at you. 

Too ripe fruits don’t have this 
mysterious substance called “pectin,” 
which mother has called much hard- 
er names in her day. Some fruits 
don’t have at all, the strawberry, 
for instance> eing as nearly free 
therefrom as a canary bird from fins. 

Little Shot Does It 

Give drooping jelly a little “shot" 
of pectin and it recovers its con- 
fidence, say the modern scientists 
who have turned their wits to util- 
izing citrus products. And _ they 
have another trick to spring. If the 
housewife wants a bit more’ tartness. 
citric acid from lemons that didn’t 
go to market but stayed home, will 
jimpart the desired tingle. 

You can’t tell but what they’ll be 
announcing the possibility of banana 
jelly next, with the processes into 
which they’re inquiring at the Cor- 
ona laboratory.
